The ordinances introduced by the 
Republicans were two by Dr. Wheel 
er of Forsyth, one providing thata 
Convention should not be called 
without Submitting the question to 
the people, and one to make the 
bomestead a fee simple. Mr. Withers 
objected to the reception of the latter 
ordinance, claiming that to consider 
it, was a violation of one of the re- 
sirictions, and therefore a violation 
of the oath he had taken. 

After a brief discussion on the ob- 
jection, Mr. Withers withdrew. and 
allowed its reference to the proper 
committee where it will doubtless die 
the death that Kuows no waking.

GAMBLING AT THE FAIR, 

The Legislature of last winter put 
an effectual and final stop to what 
has not only been a great nusiance to 
all visitors to Fairs, but a snbject of 
grave offense to moralists. The 
shameless display of gambling on the 
Fair Grounds, disguised under delu- 


sive names, was none the less 
rninous to those who were drawn 


within the fatal influence, and none 
the less shocking to those who wit- 
nessed these evasions of human and 
divine law. Itis not to be denied 
that many were deterred from at- 
tendance upon the State Fair by the 
knowledge that they would sce what 
they were compelled to condemn, 
aud many had resolved to abstain 
hereafter from attendance, because 
those exhibitions had come to be re- 
garded as inseparable concomitants 
of the Fair. 

But such things are at an end, 
and we are glad tobe able to say 
that upder no circumstances, and 
under no disguise, will any species 
of gambling be ajlowed at the 
approaching Srate Fair. 


LEGISLATIVE COMPENSATION. 
Among the ordinauces introduced 
on Friday was one fixing the com- 
pensation of members of the Legis- 
lature. The ordinance strikes us 
as opento two objections. It isin 
the first place, legislative in charac- 
ter, and has no place in the funda- 
mental law. It is a question that 
ought to be within the power ofeach 
successive Legislature to control, 
for, in the second place, ‘t fixes a 
permanent unchangeable sum, based 
upon a standard which is essential- 
ly fluctuating and unstable. Money 
cannot be said to have any fixed 
value which is based upon national 
credit alone. That may be shaken 
by commercial revulsion, by interna! 
dissension, or by foreign wars.— 
Money may be at par to-day; to- 
morrow it may not be worth fifty 
cents in the dollar. Zoo many in- 
stances of that can berecalled with- 
out citing examples. 

It therefore seems unwise to 
by permanent enactment a defined 
limit to legislative compensation 
which now may be sufficiently hbe- 
ral, but which might, and that very 
shortly, prove totally inade-

They are too much de- 
pendent upon daily bread to indulge 
in the luxury of military pomp, and 
they snffer no grievance which calls 
for military redress. If they will 


have military companies, to which 
{here is no objection, let them have 
tneir drills and parades in the fuce 
of day, and not under such circum- 
stances as draws the eye of suspicion 
upon them. 

Distrust and hostility are the sure 
arowth of secrecy.

FLORIDA ORANGSES.—I!n various 
parts of Florida, south latitude thir- 
ty degrees, especially along the St. 
Johu’s and [ndian rivers, there are 
immense groves of wild oranges. 
Bartram in his “Travels,’’ mentions 
having seen in 1763, near Mosquito 
inlet, a ridge abouta halfatmile wide 
and forty miles long which was one 
dense orative-grove, inierspersed 
with magnolias and a few other trees. 
So thoroughly established is the tree, 
and so generally is it distributed, that 
mauy have supposed it to be indige- 
nous; but botanists who have inves- 
tagved the matter regard it is an in- 
stance of remarkable nafuraliz ition, 
andthe trees as having descended 
irom those which are known fo linve 
been introduced by the early 
colonists. This wild oranve is bitter, 
often called in Florida the bitter- 
sweet, and so exceedingly truittul 
that atreein full bearing is au object 
of great beauty ; the wild oratyve 
nishes stockson which to bud other

varieties, and the fruit is used to 
make marmalade. In Florida there 
are three methods of establishing arn 
orange-grove to clear up a wild 
grove, removing all trees not needel, 
and budding with sweet fruit those 
that remain; to take up young wild 
trees and set them in prepared 
ground, and there bud them; and to 
raise stock from seed, bud them: in 
nursery rows, and when of suflicien! 
size, Bel them in the plantation, as is 
practiced with other fruit. Fach

kaown Jake Captain who was xaccon 
panied by his wife and grancs 
daughter, makinga total of 22 per- 
sons. The first intimation the 
schooner had ofthe catastrophe was 
the shrieks of the drowning. The 
Wayes could render no assistance 
whatever in the terrible sea that was 
running, andthe entire crew of the 
Esquimaux wentidown. The Schoon- 
erarrived here this merning. 


Bitten by his Own Dog—the Attor- 
ney General and Gov. Ames. 

WASHINGTON, Sent. 11.—The re- 
ticance of Gov. Ames excites general! 
comment. He has been officially 
asked for the grounds upon which he 
based the constitutional appeal for 
Federai aid, and also for a report of 
the present condition of affairs. The 
silence of the Governor is regarded as 
disrespectful, and the cautious, of 
course,'of the Attorney General meets 
the general approval. 

LATER.—Senator Pease, of Missis- 
sippi, telegraphs to the Attorney 
General that all the excitement con- 
sequent upon the disturbances at 
Clinton, have subsided.
